NEW MUNICIPAL WATER SYSTEM DISCUSSED 


IN MEETING WITH CONSULTING ENGINEER 


Consulting Engineer F . H. Trask of 
Los Angeles, t h e engineer in charge of 
all preparations for the establishment 
of a municipal water system in Covina, 
which is a nut'.tor t o nomo bofore t h e 
eltisens in the mnpe of a bond election 
on M o n d a y , F e b r u a r y 28, made a talk 
to a number of t h e cltlaens Wednesday 
night in the high school 
auditorium. 
He read portions of his report devoted 
to tho mnnnor in which i t Is proposed 
to build a system, and answered ques­ 
tions. 


Tho bond election calls for tho voting 
of .1105,000, a n d is for the purpose of 
building a thoroughly modern plnnt for 
domestic water a n d for (Ire protection 
purposes. Tho system favored In M r . 
T r a s k ' s 
report is t h a t of sinking a 
well or, two wells in t h e district on 
Cypross*>u 
>voiiuo botweon Ar.usu avenue 
nnd Citrus avenue, to develop a t least 
100 inches of water. 
This .district is a 
known 
water-bearing 
district,' having 
several 
irrigating 
wells in 
successful 
operation. A reservoir would be' built 
in t h a t region, and a twelve-inch main 
brought into the city of Covina, from 
which four-inch laterals would bo the, 
method of distribution.

The point at the crossing of Vincent 
street over the Pacific Eleetric tracks 
has a' piece of bulkhead built of piles, 
faced 
with 
redwood 
timber, and IIUM 
successfully 
withstood 
several 
storms. 
J u s t below 
this point and below the 
Vincent street bridge, the wash loft its 
channel in spite of t h o concrete 
wall 
t h a t 
hud been 
built jointly by t h e 
Pacific Electric and t h e ranchers, Tho 
wall was completely destroyed 
during

storm, a n d tho wash

seriously damaged about 350 acres of 
orange orchard.

CHECK-DAMS ARE FOR CONSERVATION— 


(BY J. L. MATTHEWS) 


I made a visit on Monday, Februnry 


7, to^he Haines canyon above the city 
of Glendale, for the purpose of inspect­ 
ing the check-dam syatem in experi­ 
mental operation in that 
canyon. 
I 
went in the capacity of a citizen and a 
property-owner of the county, not as a 
member of any committee. I feel en­ 
tirely free to say that I do not believe 
the system of little check-damn will in 
any way assist in controlling floods jn 
Southern California. I wish they would. 
I sincerely wish that check-dams would 
assist in solving this most vexatious 
problem. 
But as a resident for over 
twenty years of a district periodically 
flood-endangered, I cannot • become-eh- 
thusintic for this method of control. 


First, you must get it thoroughly in­ 
to your minds that we are being nsked 
to consider a flood control problem— 
the control of great quantities of water 
which have not been successfully con­ 
fined in channels. We are not asked to 
consider the question of water conser­ 
vation. The conservation of water for 
irrigating and domestic purposes if) an­ 
other 
and 
very 
admirable 
question, 
worthy of miieh discussion and the ex­ 
penditure of money. 
Do not 
confuse 
these two questions, nor combine them, 
nor believe that one is the same as the 
other, or that doing one is doing the 
other. The two questions are absolutely 
separate. 


The county of Los Angeles instruct­ 
ed its flood control engineers to estab­ 
lish a system 
of experimentation 
in 
Haines canyon for .the purpose of as­ 
certaining if little check-dams, built in 
the stream would retard the waters in 
flood times to the point where there 
would only be a minimum amount of 
dischurge from the mouth of the can- 
"yon. 
In 
preparing 
experiments 
for 
flood control the county was not, nor 
never has been interested in the con­ 
servation of wilted for domestic and 
irrigating riurposes. 
* 


These experimental dams were con­ 
structed in the main stream and in 
some of the laterals of the Haines can­ 
yon. They are made roughly of boulder 
stone and rubble, reinforced with stick 
timber, cut from 
the nearby points, 
^such as. small oak trees. 
They are 
basin dams, built in a half circlco, with 
the highest points at the edges of the 
.stream, and the lowest point in the cem 
te 
:« of the Btroam, 80 as to form both 
an obstruction and a spill-way. 
The 
basins fill with water and trickle over, 
and the water also flows through the 
interstices 
of 
the 
rock 
and 
rubble. 
Eacfi basin forms a cushion of 
still 
water, thus checking it for a 
brief 
time, allowing some of it. to seep into 
the ground at each basin. 
Vegetable 
decay, is increased in these still water 
basins and adds to the checking pro- 


ess. 


At o»e point in this canyon the dams 
arc put in thickly in the main stream 
with sevoral of the lateral canyons and 
afroyos also 
supplied 
with 
checking 
systems. 
The report of F. H. Olm- 
stead, formerly on the board of flood 
control engineers, and who is one of 
the men largely rwtponsiblo for 
the 
experiment, is to the effect that these 
chock-damv had an appreciable effect 
on controlling the floods of January 


18, 
101(1. In an article-in the Los An­ 
geles Times of January 19, Mr. 01m- 
stead's name is freely used in assert­ 
ing that the chock-dams were a suc­ 
cess. 
The article 
Btates thut F. H. 
Olmstead, his son Harry Olmstead, Dr. 
C. C. Buck, and George 1. Maxwell 
visited the canyon ut the time of the 
flood of Tuesday, January 18. On their 
way to the mouth of tho canyon they 
visited Vordugo canyon. The Tejnnga 
wash was in flood tide and hud washed 
out railroad tracks, bridges and streets, 
while the wash coming from 
Haines 
canyon was only flowing one-half cubic 
feet per second, and n few hours Inter 
was not flowing ut all. The inference 
is made thut Haines canyon discharged 
almost no water during the rains of 
January. This is very far from being 
true, as oven a casual survey of the 
mouth of tho canyon will attest. 


Tho Haines canyon during the Janu­ 
ary storms tore out a channel from 80 
feet to 100 feet wide at a point a few 
hundred foet below whero the water 
leaves the mouth of tho canyon, totally 
destroying the road which leads into 
the canyon, which was in good repuir 
and constantly used by auromobileN be­ 
fore tho storm, leaving a drop of four 
feet from the road to the bottom of the 
wash. Lower down the *torm complete­ 
ly filled up a ehunnel which had been 
made with concrete wall sides, a chan­ 
nel which was 22 feet wide and two 
feet deep. This channel is now level 
full of rock and rubble, and the stream 
lies left 
evidences of having 
spread 
over a territory over a thousand feet 
wide, leaving a great umouut of rock 
ami gravel, with many gouges-running 
through it. 
The wash spread over a 
largo portion of the land known as tho 
Little 
Landers 
colony 
and 
Sunland. 
Every evidence poiuts to the presence 
of a torrential flood which 
emerged 
from Haines canyon during the Janu­ 


ary storms, and this evidence is sub­ 
stantiated by residents in that locality. 


In spite of the fact that flood water 
ia groat amounts left Haines canyon 
during January, which fact is a direct 
contradiction of published reports, the 
amount of water carried by Haines con- 
Xon was in no sense or et any time to 
be compared in volume with the volume 
which 
left 
thi? 
canyon during 
the 
floods of two years ago. At that time 
the canyon experienced a cloudburst 
following long-continued Tains, as was 
the case all along the .Sierra Madre 
range, a condition duplicated on a larg- j 
er scale by the many canyons leading ( 
out of this range. Not one-tenth of the j 
water flowed in this canyon' in January, j 


MHO, 
as was the case two years ngo t a | 
fact which can easily be substantiated 
by questioning, as I did, the people 
who have lived in the canyon over both 
periods. 


Just as long as the Haines canyon 
was producing a flow Xif 1000 inches or 
thereabouts, the check-dams performed 
a function of retarding the flow, and 
allowed for more seepnge, although 
I 
am very much inclined to believe that 
practically no seepage goes on 
after 
the 
ground 
is thoroughly 
saturated, 
any more than there is seepage in a 
fiat orange grove when the ground has 
become thoroughly saturated. 


But, when the storm had produced 
so much water that the canyon was a 
wide and rushing stream, the 
check- 
dams did not perform any function of 
checking the water. 
Such check-dams 
can no more (iheck flowing water when 
they arc full than can the dam of a 
mill-pond when the water rises above 
the level fit the dam. Every drop of 
water over and above the capacity of 
the receptacle, whether it is a mill- 
dam or a /check-dam, a tin cup or any 
receptacle, will go on unchecked when 
its capacity is over-taxed. These check- 
dams in Haines canyon were entirely 
inadequate. Bo much water was flow- 
1 


ing at the heighth of the storm that tho 
stream was a continuous, moving stream 
in spite of the chock-dams. 
In spring 
and Bummoy theee check-dams will un­ 
doubtedly conaorve water by seepage 
for 
irrigating 
purposes. 
The 
check- 
dams have no place in any schema for 
the controlling of the disastrous floods 
which Southern California experiences 
periodically. 
' ' 
, 
' 


In addition to tho fact that the check- 
dams in Haines canyon did not chock 
the floods, is also tho significant fact 
thut Haines canyon is a small canyon, 
merely entering into a Ipw group of 
foothills, with a blind ending after less 
than throe miles of penetration, 
not 
oven the mountains known on tho maps 
as the lower ranges of the Sierra Madre 
mountains. 
The canyon receives 
no 
snow-water whatever. The canyon cre­ 
ates devastation at its mouth and in 
the valloy because, although short, it is 
precipitous, 
and 
also 
because 
since 
three years, ago there has been a great 
amount of denuded forest in its water­ 
shed, caused by fire. 


Any practical citizen who has spent 
a number of years in Southern Califor­ 
nia will readily agree that check dams 
would be given a much more severe test 
in the San Gabriel canyon and its lat­ 
erals, or the San Dimas canyon, the 
San Antonio canyon, all of which have 
their inception in tho higher reaches 
of the mountains whero immense quan­ 
tities of snow are deposited. After the 
first rush of tho flood-waters had sub- 
fudid in any of these canyons, then 
such chock-dams would retard the mean 
flow, but they would have no effect on 
the streams at flood times. And this is 
exactly where tho check-dams part com­ 
pany with the flood control problem. 


These arc my own observations ot the 
check-dam system. Now comes the of­ 
ficial reports by Observer Begue, who 
has been stationed in the canyon, since 
the eheck-dain experiments began, and 
says in unreport to Engineer J. W. Keu- 
gan of the county flood control district: 


"Monday, January 17, at ,12 o'clock, 
and Tuesday, January 18, at'12 o'clock, 
two and one-half inches of rain' had 
fallen (according to tho rending of the 
county gauges in the canyon). 
One 
hour after 
tho down-pour the 
wator 
eaine from the mouth of the canyon in 
such volume as to represent 
perhaps 
one-half of tho fall. The road was cut 
out near the mouth of the canyon. . . . 
the o/tieinl storm-drain was filled with 
gravel and rocks, the country 
badly 
covorod with rock and gravel as far 
south as Michigan avenue. . . . dam- 
ago on Pine street ind the breaking of 
Dean'B levee again. 


" A t the time this flood was'coming 
from Haines canyon, both myself and 
assistant' observer visited Gunk's can- 
you, us well as other sido canyons of 
about the snine sue ns Haines canyon, 
and in our estimation there was no dif­ 
ference in the flow of writer from tho 
canyons. 


" I n 
regard to the raiufnll of tho 
25th, 20th and 27th of January, we 
have been carefully observing tho flow 
from all of these canyons simultaneous­ 
ly, and in our estimation tuore is uo 


difference in the discharge between the 
canyons which have the little check- 
dams and those which have not.'/ 
Check-dam propaganda hfas been, gath­ 
ered by engineers of Los Angeles coun­ 
ty from various sources in Europe, and 
it is founded on experiments in flood 
control 
begun 
in 
several 
European 
countries. But these European experi­ 
ments'are just beginning to show re­ 
sults, and the results are not .satisfac­ 
tory. 


. In the country around Breslau, pro­ 
vince of Prussia, the check-dams and 
reservoir systems have been used in 
the mountains to check the flow of the 
Oder river. Henry. O. Seltzer, American 
consul at Breslau, Writing to Engineer 
Reagan in answer to a request for in­ 
formation, says: "There have been two 
very destructive floods from this river 
this year. In the second week of Aug­ 
ust, the first flood demonstrated very 
conclusively that the storage reservoirs 
were inadequate to hold the 
surplus 
flood-water. 
The second flood in Octo­ 
ber demonstrated that the dikes were 
not strong enough to hold the Oder in 
cheek. In both floods enormous areas 
of farm-lands were inundated and large 
crops of grain, potatoes and sugar beets 
destroyed." 


Vine Street Macadam 


Is Warmly Debated 


Charges Against Personal Integrity En­ 
liven Struggle for and Against the 
Paving of Thoroughfares in Valencia 
Heights—Supervisors 
Believe 
Dis­ 
trict Takes in Too Much Territory. 


Vine avenue, in Valencia 
Heights, 
south of Covina, has been the innocent 
cause of a sort of neighborhood row, 
and the matter has been receiving the 
attention of the bc.rd of supervisors of 
the county. 


This street is known as Koad Improve­ 
ment No. 55, and the question whether 
to macadamize or not to macadamize, 
has brought out a discussion Which has 
revealed 
alleged 
faults 
in 
personal 
character and integrity, and has elevat­ 
ed other characters to a position just 
a little lower tha*n the angels. 
Road 
districts bring about such a state of 
affairs. 


The matter of forming this road dis­ 
trict has been mulling along for some 
tftno. 
It is now too involved to ex­ 
plain with any degree of lueidity,, but 
^ l s 'sufficient Sto, say that petitioot-in 
favor of forming the road district' were 
signed by a majority of the property- 
holders in tho proposed district at.one 
time, and later a protesting petition 
was filed, also containing 
a majority 
of ;the property-holders, and that any 
time when petitions have been circu­ 
lated in that region, they have re­ 
ceived a majority 
of the names of 
property-holders^ whether the petition 
was for or against. 
There have been 
two hearings before the board of super­ 
visors, and another one is coming up. 


Last Monday morning in the super­ 
visors' "cavo of the w i n d s " in 
the 
hall of records, there appeared a large 
crowd of men and women interested in 
these petitions. 
Some said the district 
proposed is too large; that it takes in 
too much territory that 
rightfully 
be­ 
longs to districts alrtady formed and 
to be formed, and that the property 
was not incoming-bearing, times hard, 
and the proposed work a hardship that 
should be postponed until things gen­ 
erally were more favorable. 


Supervisor Hamilton finally held that 
the district was too largo and favored 
redisricting, as it extended from Ser­ 
vice street on the north to San Frnn- 
cisquito on the south. 
He advised cut­ 
ting down the district one-half, mak­ 
ing the boundaries Camoron street on 
tho north and Merced street on the 
south. 
In the course of getting sign­ 
ers for the petitions there has been 
much verbal incrimination, and several 
uflldnvits taken are purported to be 
false. 
The matter conies up again a 
week from next Monday morning, when 
all parties hope for a settlement.

There is more than casual danger that the California growers of oranges 
•will break the market by too heavy shipments at this particular time. 
Shippers 
say that nothing can be done to check these shipments—that the grower ts very 
desirous of shipping right now, and will brook no delay. 
The fruit is firm and 
would stand a delay, but the rancher is also firm and won't stand a delay. 
That 
is,the status quo. 


Inquiries at several packing houses in the San Gabriel valley brought out 
the same answer, something to this effect: 
We know we are riding to a fall. 
We know that too heavy shipments will break the markot. 
We can only advise 
against heavy shipping. 
We cannot stop the rancher from shipping if be wants 
to. 
And when 6000 of them all want to ship at the same time, it means a ruined 
market. 
We know this by experience. 
Prices are good now. 
But the market 
will surely break if wo overload it as we are now doing. 


If this was a matter being handled by a corporation, the overloading of 
the market would not happen. 
Co-operation seems powerless to in reality co­ 
operate when it comes to questions of this kind. 
Politicians, bad as they are in 
business management, would not be guilty of deliberately spoiling their own 
game. 
They would create a fictitious shortage of cars, or some equally effica­ 
cious method of stopping the now of oranges to an already filled market. 


This overloading of the market when it is firm and high In price is a 
weakness of the cooperative method of marketing, and it must be recognized as 
a weakness. 
The blame should not be shunted around. 
Someone must face it. 
As a business proposition, affecting "thirty million dollars worth of a commodity, 
it 1B ridiculous. 
If the market breaks, someone should be blamed for It, and in 
this particular situation we're Inclined to think that the blame will rest with 
California, not with anyone on the other side of the mountains. 


THE

This is the time of year when, if you push your way into the rooms of the 
board of supervisors in the Hall of Records In Los Angeles county, you can be 
reasonably sure, at almost any time, of seeing a delegation from this end of the 
San Gabriel valley, either waiting for Its turn, or in death-grips with the board.

The editor of this papar knows that the members of this board, rise,early 
to take care of a complexity of correspondence; that they are on- the jof in' the 
court-house an hour before the courts convene; that many a night finds t^ch one 
individually working somewhere in the district In response to petitions, protests 
and requests for speeches. 


Thanks are especially due them of late because of the untiring work they 
have done in flood matters, working not only week days and nights, but on Bun- 
day. 
The whole board was in the San Gabriel valley last Sunday, walking the 
washes and meeting delegations of ranchers. 
And the board so far has done 
prompt and efficient work for this end of the valley, for which we certainly are 
glad to give the members full credit.

fruittrees. 


According to D a s Buch fur Alio, the 
king, having observed that there Was 
a great dearth of fruit a n d oak trees 
in Prussia and not being willing t o 
undertake the tremendous, e x p e n s e of 
reforesting the country himself issued 
an order to all clergymen that, after 
June 21, 1720, they should refuse to 
perform a n y mnrringe Aieremony unless 
the groom could produce evidence that 
he had just planted six fruit trees and 
an equal number of oaks. 
If it w a s In 
winter or i n the middle of a dry sum­ 
mer, w h e n plants would n o t grow, tho 
groom bad to produce a n d lay aside a 
sum. of money sufficient to cover the 
cost of the trees and promise to plant 
the

or 
spring came.

Engineer J. W. Reagan, in charge of 
flood control, 
brought 
Supervisors 
Woodley and Hamilton 
1 to the Covina 
valley Sunday on a further trip of in­ 
spection of the washes, and on Tues­ 
day the entire board was again in the 
valley, viewing the devastation caused 
by the San Gabriel river and tho San 
Dimas wash. Engineer Reagan filed a 
report with the supervisors on Monday 
morning, asking for $6,400 for imme­ 
diate work at points in Charter Oak 
where the wash is menacing a great 
acreage of orange property and also 
the city pf Covin'.t. The report will bo 
acted upon within a few days. Ho 
says: . 


The San Dimas wash between Glen-] 
dora avenue and Cypress avenue is in 
a very menacing condition. When I re­ 
ported to your honorable board on the 
18th of - last November that tho wash 
at that time was in such a condition 
that another flood like the one of two 
years ago might cause the stream to 
leave its present channel, taking tho 
steeper and more natural slope, down 
through the little city of Covina, I had 
in mind at that time that it would pro­ 
bably break out at Glendora avenue and 
go southward, either down tho road or 
toward Covina. 


About three weeks ago I had a mem­ 
ber of your honorable body in that 
locality, unci pointed^ this out to him; 
and I should like now to call your at­ 
tention to how nearly my prediction or 
anxiety was verified. It did not go out 
entirely at this point, but upon t\ia 
next boulevard to the west, Grand ave­ 
nue, where you are now constructing 
tho boulevard, it did go out,- and only 
for the prompt efforts of the citizens 
of that locality was the formation of a 
new channel prevented. I should be 
very pleased to take your honorable 
body out and show you tho verification 
of my anxiety which was expressed to 
you in the l-eport of November 18th. 


A section of 4000 feet of this channel 
would be immediately prptected. The 
piling required in this section need not 
be longer than }6 foot with 12 feet 
penetration; witji wire arid brush as 
mentioned in

The benefited .interests at this place 
should bo required to furnish to tho 
county all of the present eroded chan­ 
nel, which is in some places nearly 800 
feet wide. 
There are two or three 
reasons why this wide erosion should 
be. furnished to the county: 1st, that 
it may be had aB a deposit ground for 
the heavy, coarse debris.that is being 
driven down the,San Dimas wash; 2nd, 
that its width may be used as a spread­ 
ing or absorbing ground for tho flood;, 
and 3rd, that its improvement in the 
way of orchards or residences may bo 
prohibited. 


I do not wish to seem to be an alarm­ 
ist, but the behavior of the streams of 
Los Angeles county should not be over­ 
looked at this time. It should be re­ 
called that in a single night (Christ­ 
mas eve., 1866) the San Gabriel river 
left its old channel at Whittier Nar-

rows, and formed a new channel from 
that point all tho way to Alamitos 
Bay, a distance of nearly twenty milos. 


Again, in a-single night in 1899 it 
left its channel near the town of Ver­ 
non and formed a new channel east­ 
ward through Lagiiha ranch and south­ 
ward to a point near tho county farm;

A t one s t a g e of 
his evolution t h o critic, w a s a person 
w h o recited t h e w o r k s of t h e g r e a t 
d r a m a t i s t s . 
H e w a s a n actor—who did 
riot act. 
T h e g e s t u r e s w e r e supplied 
by a m a n trained for t h a t purpose, w h o 
w e n t 
through a sort of p a n t o m i m e , 
while t h e real i n t e r p r e t e r of t h e p a r t 
g a v e t h o melodiously intoned w o r d s . 


T h e p a n t o m i m e artist w a s a "hypo­ 
crite" because h e played a n u n d e r p a r t 
to tho "critic:" 
L a t e r , w h e n t h e speak­ 
ing a n d acting w e r e done by t h e s a m e 
person, he w a s culled t h e ^'hypocrite." 
N o w a n y one w h o plays a p a r t n o t his 
o w n is practicing hypocrisy.—St. Louis
